Vouchers  and  cancelled  checks  were  com- 
pared w^ith  supporting  invoices  and  payrolls  as  well  as  entries  in 
the  books  of  record.  Receipts  were  checked  by  source  insofar  as 
possible  and  totals  of  receipts  and  expenditures  verified.  Book 
balances  were  verified  by  comparison  with  reconciled  bank  bal- 
ances made  up  from  statements  obtained  from  depository  banks. 
Verification  of  uncollected  taxes  was  made  by  mailing  notices  to 
delinquent  taxpayers  as  indicated  by  the  Collector's  records.  The 
amounts  of  uncollected  and  unredeemed  taxes  as  indicated  in 
this  report  are  therefore  subject  to  any  changes  which  may  be 
necessitated  by  the  return  of  verification  notices.
